and from the cracks in the corners and seats 
on the floor oozed blood in streams, m aking 
larg e pools upon the g round. 
One boy about 
18 years of ag e was caug ht between the 
telescoping cars and the window casing , his 
body half projecting out into the air throug h 
the window. 
His leg s were c a sh e d to a 
jelly between the cars, and he called piteoudy 
upon by-standers to put him out of his 
niisery. 
From all parts of the car came the 
moans of the dying and injured. 
A larg e 
num ber of men, using trim m ed fir trees 
which they had cut in the woods as levers, 
worked faithfully for tw o hourS before even 
the first imprisoned m an was g otten out. 
Then entrance to the car was g ained, but the 
prog ress tow ard the interior for the purpose 
of g etting out the dead and wounded was 
slow, as the entire woodwork had to be 
chopped away.

1 he tiaiiiing of children in good manners 
must Ik* founded on resport and ol**,lienee 
But authority should Ik* enforced by parents 
without destroying the self-respect of the 
fluid. Every boy and girl has an innate 
W nse of what is just, and cannot list« n to un­ 
kind words without first Iwdng wounded and 
then hardened. Nothing has so much power 
with children as love. Be kind and gentle 
with them; let them know how dear they are 
and it will U* an easy task to control them.’ 
They should always be governed mildly, yet 
firmly, thus retaining their respect and love; 
and even very young children will learn to 
dread their parents' displeasure through th» 
fear of losing their affection. 
To ppeak the truth, to respect age, to pro­ 
tect the weak, to be unselfish and forbearing 
with others, to Ik* ashamed of nothing except 
wrong doing are the first lessons children 
should Ik* taught, and it will then bo easy to 
t rain them in good manners. It is not enough 
to teach simply; there must be the example of 
the daily life to enforce the lessons, and surely 
no motive can make so forcible an apix*al to 
the parents’ heart in favor of self-discipline 
m the desire for the welfare of their children. 
There is no soul so full of the graces of youth 
us the mother spirit that has gone through 
a long and useful life wrapped iu the love of 
her children. 
Jt is best, in rearing a large family of chil­ 
dren, to give them as much liberty as is con­ 
sistent with gootl management, and to mako 
us few rules of obedience as possible, and 
then to enforce those given to the very letter. 
Reproofs should never tie administered in the 
presence of others, particularly to proud 
sensitive children, as they do more harm than 
SC|** 
ca u sin S unnecessary humiliation. 
I ho child who is thus respected by its mother 
or father is very apt to preserve its self-re- 
Kpeet through life, and avoid doing aught 
that would incur censure. 
In training children in good manners 
mothers often mistake an overflow of spirits* 
a natural playfulness of healthy childhood! 
for rudeness, and in subduing and correcting 
these seeming faults, rob the little ones of 
wholesome exercise and a large share of the 
sunshine of their lives. There is a time for 
playing, and even noisy out-door sports, that 
develop the young muscles and strengthen 
the fast growing bodies, and children should 
rh n n ° ^epilYed of this Privilege of their 
childhood. The essential things to lie taught 
them in play is to respect each others’ rights 
to protect the weak, and to be fair even in 
sP°ri« - Moral courage should lie culti­ 
vated in children by teaching them always t* 
-a> boldly and do bravely what they believ*

Girl» * Co-operativ e .Society . 


A co-operative society of more than ordin­ 
ary merit and success has been in existence 
for two years on the Pacific coast. 
It is 
called 1 he San Francisco Girls’ union, and 
was organized in June of 1884. The member­ 
ship, which at first was small, has increased 
'¡ T & an<1 ifc n0W aniounts to a little over 
400. 
I ho membership is of two classes, sus- 
taimng and beneficiary, dues for both sorts 
tx*mg e.l a year. The beneficiary class ai 
entitled to a home while out of employment 
and a small sum to help them in fitting them­ 
selves for employment. The society also uses 
every effort to help them in finding work 
I he other class is only entitled to the privi- 
’go oi the union classes. But this is no snmU 
thing when it is known that there is a train- 
nig school attached to the union, and ro giF 
is ever sent out with its aid and recommenda­ 
tion until it is ascertained that she fc 
thoroughly competent in her special deparf- 
iiK'iit. 
in this school the girls are instructed 
m skilled nursing, domestic service and sew- 
mg. It hits in the last year and a half trained 
and found places for .*542 girls. Associations 
of women for their mutual benefit and as- 
sistanoe are spring up all over tho country 
)U this one in San Francisco s« *cms to be the 
most practical and business like of nnv that 
tho public has heard of.—New York World
